As they disembarked, _ the 
troops shouted “Long Live Pre- 
sident Chiang," “Long Live 
Madame Chiang," and “Long Live 
the Republic of China.” They 
also sang a song entitled “Safe- 
guard Taiwan.” Madame Chiang, 
if a speech to the troops, said: 
“Welcome, We realise how dif- 
ficult your task has been. This 
is our last bastion nogainst the 
Communists and we hope you'll 
fight bravely in its defence.” 

The troops looked pretty tough. 

They brought thelr full cquip- 
ment and the holds of their ships 
were crammed with = mortars, 
grenades ond other apparatus of 
war.—United Press ancl Associnted 
Press.
